other counts. 
Texas continues to furnish men who 
fight pension legislation, but there is 
alw ays a big majority which votes lib­ 
eral pensions for civil w ar veterans and 
for soldiers of other wars. 
And so It 
was in regard to a general i»eusion bill 
for soldiers of the Spanish war nnd 
Philippine insurrection. 
It passed the 
house by a vote of 25(1 to 74. 


Fitzgerald Scolds. 
The appropriations committee of tile 
house brought in its proposition to re­ 
duce mileage to the amount of $100,- 
000. 
The house rejected that and tack­ 
ed on a provision for an increase of 
$300 each for clerk hire, a total of 
$132,000. 
Then Chairman Fitzgerald 
scolded. 
Ile called attention to the 
sweeping denunciations by Democrats 
of Republican extravagance and sar­ 
castically said the exhibition just given 
“ would appeal to the country in tho 
fall elections.”

stands at the head of the states in the 
m atter of efficient handling of its pub 
lie debt, according 
to a statement 
made public by the census bureau. 
The statement follows: 
“ In I SSO the total debt of Minnesota 
at the close of the fiscal year. Ju ly 31, 
was $6,140,000; in 1890 it was $4,552,- 
OOO; and in 1912 it amounted to $L- 
346,000. 
"The 
population of the 
state 
in 
creased from 781,000 in 1880 to 2.148,- 
OOO In 1912. 
In 1880 the per capita 
debt (less sinking fund assets) was 
$6.94; in 1890 it was $1.85, decreasing 
to $0.63 in 1912. 
"In contrast with the state of Min 
nesota we find that, taking the entire 
debt (less sinking fund assets) for the 
forty-eight states, the per capita debt 
according 
to 
the 
latest 
report, 
is 
$3.5?. or $2.89 more than the per capita 
debt for Minnesota. 
“ Comparing the decrease in the pet 
capita 
debt 
of 
Minnesota 
and 
the 
forty-eight states for the thirty-yea! 
period we find the ratio for Minnesota 
far greater than that for the forty 
eight states; the $5.48 falling to $3.52. 
on 
the average for the forty-eight! 
states, and $6.94 to $0.63 iii Minnesota.;
